I  Reports  from  Mingo  county  indi¬ 
cate  that  the  condition  of  lawlnss-  | 
Ilona  und  disorder  which  has  long 
been  a  reproach  to  the  State  of  West 
Virginia  la  being  rapidly  abated  un¬ 
der  the  rule  of  martial  law  lnuugur 
atad  by  Governor  Morgan,  as  enforced 
by  the  West  Virginia  State  Police 
under  the  direction  of  Major  Thoums 
B.  Davis.  acting  adjutant-general.  It 
is  Intimated,  however,  that  martial 
rule  will  continue  until  the  district 
1b  entirely  quiet. 

W’ith  the  decision  of  the  supreme 
court,  upholding  tho  proclamation  of 
martial  law,  the  tusk  of  Ihe  authori¬ 
ties  has  been  grout ly  simplified.  Un¬ 
der  this  ruling,  the  military  authori- 
ties  have  jurisdiction  und  power  to 
enforce  order  and  proceed  against 
persona  inciting  to  disorder. 

A  census  of  the  tent  colonies  of 
Mingo  county,  tukon  by  Capt.  J.  R.
